This is a divisional application of pending Serial No. 09/150,502, filed September 9, 1998 
and having the same title and inventors. The specification is identical to that of the priority 
application except that three minor amendments made to the priority Specification on Aug 10, 
2000 have been incorporated, as have a new set of claims. This specification contains no new 
matter. 

The pending claims all require the use of a wire bonding capillary for fluid handling; see 
original claims 21-33 of the priority application. A wire bonding capillary is a definite term of 
art; see Specification, p. 9, lines 9-16. Wire bonding capillaries are well known in the 
semiconductor manufacturing art, are the subject of numerous publications and patents (see e.g. 
US Pat Nos. 3,894,671; 4,877,173; 5,082,154; 5,558,270; 5,662,261) and are commercially 
available from a number of sources (e.g. Micro-Swiss of Kulicke & Soffa Industries, Inc., 
Willow Grove PA; Gaiser Tool Company, Ventura, CA; Small Precision Tools, Petaluma, CA, 
etc.).
